Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  & Gentlemen, 

I have  much  pleasure  in  presenting  to  you  my  Annual  Report 
for  the  year  ending  31st  December,  1962,  this  being  the  l6th  Annual 
Report  which  I have  had  the  honour  to  submit. 

At  the  end  of  January,  1962,  Miss  Macnamara,  the  Shorthand 
Typist/clerk  to  the  Department  resigned  her  post  to  take  up  duties 
in  London.  She  had  been  with  this  Department  for  six  and  a half 
years,  and  I should  like  to  place  on  record  my  appreciation  of  the 
conscientious  and  faithful  service  which  die  rendered  during  that  time. 

Once  again  the  estimated  resident  population  increased  and 
is  now  19,890,  and  the  number  of  inhabited  dwellings  increased  from 
7,076  in  1961  to  7,361  in  1962.  The  standardised  live  birth  rate 
showed  a slight  increase  to  l6.6  as  compared  with  that  for  England  & 
Wales  viz:  18.1. 

There  were  350  deaths,  during  the  year,  which  represented  a 
standardised  death  rate  of  12.6.  This  is  slightly  higher  than  that 
for  England  & Wales  which  was  11. 9.  Once  again,  I am  pleased  to 
report  that  there  were  no  deaths  from  maternal  causes.  There  were 
5 deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  representing  an  Infant  Mortality 
Rate  of  16.4.  This  is  much  below  that  for  the  Country  as  a whole, 
the  rate  for  which  was  21.4. 

As  regarding  infectious  diseases  only  one  case  of  Whooping 
Cough  and  no  cases  of  Diphtheria  were  notified.  This  surely  speaks 
well  for  the  efficiency  of  Whooping  Cough  and  Diphtheria  immunisation 
which  I am  pleased  to  say  is  accepted  by  nearly  all  mothers  for  their 

infants . 


What  might  have-.-been  a year  notable  for  the  low  number  of 
infectious  disease  cases  notified  was,  however,  marred  by  an  out- 
break of  Sonne  Dysentery  of  considerable  magnitude  in  which,  up 
to  the  31st  December,  372  cases  occurred,  and  up  to  the  time  when 
the  outbreak  subsided  at  the  end  of  February,  1963,  421  cases  had 
been  notified.  Needless  perhaps  to  say,  this  placed  a great  strain 
on  the  Health  Department  and  I should  like  to  record  my  sincere 
appreciation  of  the  way  in  which  all  the  staff  coped  with  the 
tremendous  increase  in  work  which  an  outbreak  of  such  magnitude 
necessitated. 

In  conclusion  I would  like  to  thank  all  members  of  the 
Council  for  the  help  and  co-operation  shown  to  me  during  the  past  year,

During  1962  350  persons  normally  resident  in  the  urban  district 
died  (167  males  and  I83  females)  which  represents  a corrected  death 
rate  of  17.5,  but  when  allowance  for  age  and  sex  distribution  has 
been  made,  represents  a "standardised"  death  rate  of  12.6.  This 
approximates  that  for  England  & 'Wales  vis:  11.9.  The  following  table

9.  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 

During  1962  4 21  cases  of  notifiable  infectious  diseases  were 
notified,  which  is  2~/2  more  than  in  the  previous  year. 

(a)  Measles .

An  outbreak  of  Sonne  Dysentery  commenced  at  the  begining  of 
October,  1962  and  lasted  until  the  end  of  February,  1963.  In  all 
421  cases  occurred  of  which  301  were  school  children,  59  were  pre- 
school children  and  6l  were  adults. 


The  disease  was  in  general  very  mild  and  only  six  cases  were 
admitted  to  the  Isolation  Hospital. 

An  interim  report  was  submitted  to  the  Health,  Water  & Housing 
Committee  on  the  4th  December,  1962,  to  which  the  members  of  the  Council 
are  referred. 


At  that  time  it  appeared  as  though  the  outbreak  was  under 
control,  however,  on  or  about  the  l6th  December,  the  disease  broke 
out  again  at  the  Littleham  County  Infants  School  and  Littleham 
Church  School,  where  some  twenty  fresh  cases  occurred.  A check  on 
ail  pupils  at  these  schools  revealed  12  symptomless  excretors  of  the 
germ.  Thereafter,  except  for  odd  sporadic  cases  the  incidence 
declined.  About  the  begining  of  February  a child  was  admitted  to 
the  Basildon  Convalescent  Home  and  promptly  developed  dysentery  - 
he  infected  most  of  the  staff  and  all  the  ether  14  children  in  the  home. 
Thereafter  no  further  cases  occurred  and  the  outbreak  was  considered 
ended. 
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This  outbreak,  it  must  be  said,  caused  a great  deal  of  extra 
work  and  strain  on  the  Department  and  in  fact,  necessitated  the 
sending  of  some  3,796  specimens  of  motions  to  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  and  the  subsequent  notification  of  the  results  to  the 
parents  of  the  children  affected  or  the  adults  concerned. 

In  this  respect  I would  very  much  like  to  record  my  appreciation 
of  the  help  given  to  me  by  Dr.  Moore,  the  Director  of  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory,  and  his  staff  ho  had  to  carry  out  the  examination 
of  all  the  specimens.

On  the  29th  October  I was  informed  by  the  Port  Medical  Officer 
of  Plymouth  thrt  a family  consisting  of  father,  mother  and  three 
children  had  disembarked  at  Plymouth  from  the  S.S.  Orion  on  the 
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28th  October,  1962.  This  ship  had  had  on  board  a confirmed  case  of 
Smallpox  who  had  been  taken  off  the  ship  at  Suez  on  the  18th  October, 
1962.  The  contacts  were  visited  each  day  until  the  expiration  of  their 
period  of  surveillance  on  the  12th  November. 

Also  a member  of  the  crew  of  this  ship  disembarked  at  the 
Port  of  London  on  the  29th  October  and  returned  to  this  district  on 
the  3rd  November  and  was  kept  under  surveillance  until  the  12th 
November.

12.  WATER  SUPPLY 

(a)  Source  of  Supply 

The  Town  has  two  sources  from  which  its  supply  is  obtained, 

namely: - 

1.  The  Catchment  Area  at  Squabmoor  which  feeds  into  an  impounding 
reservoir. 

2.  Three  boreholes  at  Dotton  in  the  Parish  of  Colaton  Raleigh. 

A bulk  supply  is  made  direct  from  Dotton  to  the  St.  Thomas  Rural 
District  Council's  reservoirs  at  Stallcombe  and  Colaton  Raleigh. 


Preliminary  steps  have  been  taken  to  complete  the  duplication  of 
the  12"  diameter  rising  main  from  Dotton  to  Exmouth. 

Water  has  generally  been  very  satisfactory  in  quality  during  the 
year  and  the  last  analysis  after  treatment  is  as  follows: -

Provision  of  Dustbins. 

A record  number  of  dustbins  has  been  provided  as  a result  of 
informal  notices  left  by  the  Foreman  in  charge  of  refuse  collection, 
followed,  if  necessary,  by  further  action  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors. 
This  necessitated  the  service  of  26  statutory  notices  under  Section  75 
of  the  Public  Health  Act  1936.  As  a result  of  this  combined  action 
during  the  year  a total  of  177  dustbins  were  provided,  replacing  unsatis- 
factory receptacles  (defective  bins,  drums,  baths,  boxes,  etc.)  or  in 
a few  cases  providing  additional  dustbins. 

Nuisances . 


Three  drains  were  cleared  of  obstruction  after  informal  action. 

In  a further  instance  it  was  necessary  to  serve  a statutory  notice  under 
Section  17  of  the  Public  Health  Act  1961  bex’ore  the  drain  was  cleared. 

Five  choked  private  sewers  were  cleared  as  a result  of  informal 

action. 

YTater  Supply. 

The  supply  of  water  to  one  premises  became  extremely  restricted 
due  to  corrosion  of  the  private  service  pipe,  and  in  another  case  the 
supply  of  water  ceased  entirely,  due  to  building  development  on  an 
adjoining  site.  In  this  latter  case  it  was  necessary  to  serve  a statutory 
notice  to  secure  compliance  by  renewal  of  the  water  supply. 


— *- 
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As  a result  of  informal  action  water  was  piped  into  a house 
'.rhich  was  previously  without  an  inside  water  supply. 

Once  again,  I am  pleased  to  report  that  this  year  it  was 
■unnecessary  to  take  action  in  the  local  magistrate’s  court  since  all 
the  work  required  by  the  notices  was  completed  within  the  time  allowed. 

It  was  not  possible  to  achieve  the  same  amount  of  routine  work 
this  year  due  to  the  following  matters  being  dealt  r/ith  viz:  survey  of 
houses  in  multiple  occupation,  daily  check  of  camping  at  Pra tteshayes. 
Housing  Improvement  G-rant  Survey,  and  an  outbreak;  of  dysentery  which 
began  on  1st  October,  1962.  Also  there  was  sn  increase  in  the  number 
of  complaints  requiring  attention.

The  service  for  the  destruction  of  wasp  nests  was  continued 
on  the  seme  lines  as  last  year.  This  year  only  a few  complaints  were 
received  and  as  a result  of  investigation  six  wasp  nests  were  destroyed. 

20.  ERADICATION  OF  BED  BUGS 

It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  this  year  no  cases  of  bed  bug 
infestation  were  recorded. 

21.  CAMPING-  SITES 

There  are  four  sites  within  the  urban  district  previously 
licensed  by  the  Council  under  Section  269  of  the  Public  Health  Act 
1936  for  Camping  purposes.  Applications  are  at  present  being  considered 
under  the  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  A_ct  I960  for  caravan 
site  Licences  in  respect  of  Sites  1 and  3.  Site  4 being  composed  of 
tents  is  still  licensed  under  Section  269  of  the  Public  Health  Act  1936. 

With  regard  to  Site  No.  2 agreement  was  reached  with  the 
occupier  so  making  it  possible  during  the  latter  part  of  the  year  to 
issue  a Licence  under  Section  1 of  the  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of 
Development  Act  i960  in  respect  of  Foxholes  Caravan  Park.  The  conditions 
of  the  licence  are  similar  to  the  Model  Standards  issued  by  the  Ministry 
of  Housing  & Local  G-overnment.

Area:  22.3  acres. 

Licensed  for  50  tents  or  trailer  caravans  of  a type  approved  by  the 
Council,  which  represents  a density  of  2 moveable  dwellings  to  the  acre. 

5.  Camping  at  Unlicensed  Site. 

Camping  in  tents  was  observed  at  Prattshayes  Farm  and  a daily 
check  was  made  for  42  consecutive  days  from  30th  July  to  7th  September, 
1962  to  determine  whether  the  provisions  of  Section  269  of  the  Public 
Health  Act  1936  could  be  applied  in  this  case.  Unfortunately  the 
land  was  not  used  beyond  this  period  and  so  a licence  under  the  Act 
was  not  required. 

6 . Camping  Census. 

Again  this  year  the  Department  carried  out  a survey  of  all 
camping  for  the  completion  of  Forms  for  the  Devon  County  Council 
Planning  Authority.  This  was  taken  at  the  peak  holiday  period,  i.e. 
August  Bank  Holiday  week. 

7*  Courtlands  Farm,  Courtlands  Lane. 

As  a result  of  the  Camping  Census  it  was  found  that  there  was  a 
caravan  stationed  on  part  of  the  above  farm  zithout  the  occupier  holding 
a licence  for  this  purpose.  He  was  notified  and  applied  for  permission. 
In  due  course  a licence  for  one  caravan  was  issued  under  the  Caravan 
Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act  i960. 

During  the  year  40  visits  were  made  to  the  permanent  holiday 
sites,  whilst  60  visits-  were  made  in  connection  with  temporary  camping.

( d)  Food  Retailers 

During  the  course  of  the  year  97  visits  were  made  to  butchers  shops, 
fish  shops,  fried  fish  shops,  bread  and  cake  shops,  greengrocers  and 
grocers  shops. 

The  standard  in  the  above  type  of  food  premises  has  remained  good. 
The  storeroom  at  a grocer's  shop  was  put  into  proper  repair  and  decorated. 
Whilst  in  a greengrocer’ s premises  a wash  hand  basin  was  provided,  the 
premises  improved  with  the  addition  of  a new  workroom,  and  the  shop 
completely  redecorated. 


. 
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( e ) Bakehouses  . 

All  twelve  bakehouses  in  the  district  are  operated  by  mechanical 
power  and  of  these  10  are  classed  as  factories  since  more  than  one  person  is 
employed  in  them.  There  was  no  cause  for  unsatisfactory  comment  in 
regard  to  these  premises. 

12  visits  were  made  to  the  Bakehouses. 

(f ) Catering  Establishments. 

As  a result  of  routine  visiting  only  the  following  few  matters 
were  found  to  require  attention;  one  cafe  kitchen  redecorated,  one 
cafe  stillroom  redecorated,  and  two  broken  wash  hand  basins  renewed. 

There  has  been  a great  improvement  in  regard  to  the  situation 
relating  to  soap,  nail  brushes  and  towels. 

64  visits  were  made  to  these  places. 

(g)  Hotels  and  G-uest  Houses. 

It  is  regretted  that  due  to  pressure  of  other  work  routine  visits 
to  these  premises  had  to  be  considerably  reduced  this  year. 

There  were  11  visits  made  to  these  premises. 

(h)  Public  Houses. 

During  inspection  conditions  were  found  satisfactory. 

12  visits  were  made  to  these  places. 

(i)  Food  Hygiene  ( General)  Regulations  I960. 

Observation  has  been  kept  upon  mobile  food  vans  and  satisfactory 
progress  has  been  continued  in  the  maintenance  of  these  vehicles.

The  general  picture  given  by  these  results  is  a satisfactory 
one  although  it  is  still  disappointing  to  see  that  there  are  some  Grade 
IV  results.  As  before  these  results  were  from  premises  where  ice  cream 
is  served  loose  from  bulk  supply  cans.  These  results  represent  a very 
small  number  of  premises  and  would  appear  to  be  due  to  staff  changes 
since  each  year  advice  is  given  regularly  in  the  information  of  steril- 
ising the  ice  cream  serving  utensils.  That  these  few  results  occur 
emphasise  the  importance  for  the  necessity  of  carrying  out  routine 
visits  to  these  premises,  as  indeed  to  all  food  premises.  After  repeat 
samples  satisfactory  results  were  obtained. 

This  year  there  were  two  additional  manufacturers  of  ice 
cream.  They  both  used  the  soft  ice  cream  machine,  one  at  a cafe  premises, 
whilst  the  other  was  operated  from  a mobile  ice  cream  van.  The  samples 
from  these  two  sources  were  reported  upon  as  satisfactory.  The  import- 
ance of  taking  special  care  to  sterilise  efficiently  all  parts  of  these 
machines  was  impressed  upon  the  proprietors  and  operators  of  these 
machine  s . 


Good  relations  have  again  been  maintained  in  all  cases,  and 
copies  of  the  Laboratory  Reports  as  in  previous  yea. rs  have  been  supplied 
to  the  people  concerned. 

Although  there  are  five  premises  registered  for  manufacture, 
at  only  one  of  these  premises  was  ice  cream  made.  Whilst  144  premises 
are  registered  for  the  sale  of  ice  cream,  at  only  103  of  these  premises 
was  ice  cream  sold. 

(l)  Shellfish 

Visits  were  made  at  regular  intervals  to  the  Shellfish  Factory 
at  the  Docks  occupied  by  Messrs.  Exe  Shellfish  Limited.  An  excellent 
standard  of  hygiene  is  maintained  at  the  Factory,  "7hich  is  reflected  in 
the  results  obtained  from  the  samples. 
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Eight  samples  of  cockles  and  mussels  were  taken  at  the  Factory 
during  the  inspections  and  sent  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  at 
Exeter  for  bacteriological  examination. 

All  the  samples  were  reported  as  "Satisfactory". 

(m)  Potted  Crab. 

During  a routine  visit  a sample  of  potted  crab  was  taken  from 
the  Factory  but  the  report  was  unsatisfactory.  The  proprietor  was 
interviewed  when  it  was  found  that  there  were  1950  small  jars  which 
were  in  six  groups.  It  was  decided  to  hold  the  stock  whilst  six 
samples  were  taken  from  this  group.  These  also  proved  unsatisfactory. 
Following  this, one  sample  was  taken  from  each  of  the  other  groups  with 
a similar  result.  bo  the  first  group  was  re-processed  under  steam 
pressure  of  5 lbs.  for  15  minutes  after  which  a sample  from  this  group 
gave  a satisfactory  result.  Thus  it  was  necessary  for  the  remainder 
of  the  stock  to  be  re-processed  in  several  smaller  groups.  Altogether 
during  the  above  investigation  58  samples  were  taken  for  examination. 
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General 


This  year  the  number  of  complaints  received  was  fewer  than  last 
year,  there  being  60  complaints  this  year  compared  with  84.  Five  of 
these  concerned  mice.  As  a result  of  investigating  these  complaints, 

73  properties  were  found  to  be  infested.  Two  premises  were  rat  proofed 
as  u result  of  informal  action. 

The  Rodent  Operator  has  carried  out  77  treatments  and  as  11  of  these 
were  in  business  premises  the  cost  of  these  treatments  were  recovered 
from  the  properties  concerned. 

Rodent  Control  - Sewers . 

A length  of  sewer  which  was  previously  infested  was  found  to  be 
free  of  rats  when  baited  this  year. 

As  the  Annual  Test  Baiting  of  the  sewerage  system  also  revealed 
no  evidence  of  infestation  it  can  be  assumed  the  sewers  are  now  clear 

of  rats.

Where  work  is  given  out  from  a factory  and  done  in  a private  dwelling- 
house,  it  is  termed  "homework"  and  the  person  who  does  the  work  is  an 
"outworker" . This  control  applies  to  certain  classes  of  work  as  specified 
by  regulations  made  by  tho  Secretary  of  State.  The  occupier  of  the 
factory  concerned  7/ith  outworkers  is  required  to  keep  a list  of  all 
outworkers  and  send  a copy  of  the  list  to  the  local  authority  during 
the  months  of  February  and  August  in  each  yeer. 

25.  SHOPS  ACT  1950 

This  Council  is  the  Sanitary  Authority  under  thy  provisions  of  the 
Shops  Act  1950,  and  as  such  is  responsible  only  for  enforcing  the 
requirements  of  Section  38  relating  to  ventilation  and  heating  of  shops 
and  sanitary  conveniences.  Whilst  visiting  shops  on  routine  inspections 
the  opportunity  of  checking  the  necessary  requirements  was  taken. 

26.  HOUSING. 

During  the  year  a survey  was  undertaken  to  ascertain  the  Houses  in 
Multiple  Occupation  within  the  Council's  district.  Section  12  of  the 
Housing  Act  1961  defines  these  as  houses  let  in  lodgings  and  occupied 
by  members  of  more  than  one  family  which  means  that  these  are  houses 
where  some  or  most  of  the  facilities  are  shared  by  various  people. 

The  Council  approved  a standard  of  facilities  that  should  be  provided 
in  this  type  of  house. 


. 
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Another  survey  dealt  with,  in  the  course  of  the  year  was  made 
to  see  how  many  houses  in  a trial  area  were  lacking  any  or  all  of 
the  five  amenities  required  by  the  Standard  Improvement  Grant  Scheme 
for  houses.  This  involved  the  inspection  of  100  houses  in  the  same 
road.  There  were  109  dwellings  in  the  road  and  entry  to  100  of  them 
was  obtained  with  the  result  that  32%o  of  the  dwellings  were  inspected. 

As  a result  of  this  it  was  found  that  only  17  of  the  dwellings 
inspected  possessed  all  the  standard  amenities.  Whilst  most  of  the 
houses  were  provided  with  a hot  water  supply  over  the  sink  it  was 
noted  that  the  chief  deficiencies  were  the  lack  of  a bath  in  a bath- 
room, internal  W.C.,  and  v;ash-hand  basin  followed  closely  by  the 
absence  of  a ventilated  foods tore. 

Four  properties  were  demolished  during  the  year  as  a result  of 
action  under  the  Housing  Act  1957. 

As  a result  of  informal  action  three  cottages  were  put  into  a 
good  state  of  repair  by  the  owner. 

At  a further  17  houses,  after  informal  action  by  the  Department 
the  necessary  works  of  repair  to  maintain  the  houses  in  a satisfactory 
state  have  been  effected.

One  hundred  families  were  re-housed  during  the  year  ending 
31st  December,  1962,  and  the  number  of  families  considered  to  be  in  need 
of  re-housing  remains  at  the  200  level. 

The  Nutbrook  and  Burnside  Estate  consisting  of  82  bungalows  for 
the  elderly  and  28  houses  for  families  was  completed  in  October,  1962, 
and  since  then  the  Community  Centre  for  the  elderly  has  also  been 
erected  on  the  Estate,  with  guest  bedrooms  for  visiting  relatives,  and 
flats  for  the  two  Wardens.  Each  bungalow  being  in  direct  contact 
with  the  Community  Centre  by  a call-bell  system.
